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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

For claim 1 , delete all lines and replace with —An article of footwear for a horse 
comprising: a support designed to bear against a hoof of the horse and against the 
ground; an enclosure designed to enclose at least part of .the hoof of the animal, said 
enclosure including wall on said support, and said enclosure further including a front 
tongue and a rear tongue, each of which is of one piece with said support and pivotable 
relative to said wall; and means for tightening said enclosure around the hoof of the 
horse; wherein the front tongue is directly attached to the support and the rear tongue is 
directly attached to the wall of the enclosure; said tongues are located diametrically 
opposite one another; and said enclosure further includes elastic material connecting 
the rear tongue to the wall.—

Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 1,7-9,11-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious an article of footwear for a horse as claimed in 
detail, especially the features of an enclosure designed to enclose at least part of .the 
hoof of the animal, said enclosure including wall on said support, and said enclosure 
further including a front tongue and a rear tongue, each of which is of one piece with 
said support and pivotable relative to said wall; and means for tightening said enclosure 
around the hoof of the horse; wherein the front tongue is directly attached to the support 
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and the rear tongue is directly attached to the wall of the enclosure; said tongues are 
located diametrically opposite one another; and said enclosure further includes elastic 
material connecting the rear tongue to the wall.
